The radio said Saudi troops 
were also replacing Syrians in 
the Rizk Tower, the highest 
building in Beirut, which had 
been used to devastate sur- 
rounding areas with rocket fire. 

Security sources said the 
Saudis would take over the 
upperfloors of the building, but 
Syrian units would remain on 
the lower levels. 

The withdrawal was clearly 
a limited operation, and West- 
ern military sources said the 
Syrians could quickly- regain 
control of the strategic .posi- 
tions if heavy fighting erupted 
again. 

The militiamen did not hin- 
der the peace moves, and many 
were out in the rid^fe^VsW' 
streets ’ helping direct • thunks 
towards the bridges. 

Othcials said President Sar- 
kis will hold an important cabi- 
net meeting Saturday to resume 
the difficult task of resolving 
chronic political problems 
which have threatened to en- 
gulf Lebanon in another civil 
war. 

Sarkis will have to gain the 
support of rival political lea- 
ders who have given no prac- 
tical demonstrations so far of 
their declared willingness to 
work together for lasting peace.

Sadat, ihe spokesman added. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Mo- 
she Dayan told Israeli televi- 
sion Friday nighi that he and 
Defense Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man would also fly home 
from* Washington, on Mon- 
day. 

Dayan said he and Weiz- 
man, Israel's top negotiators 
in the talks, were returning 
for consultations with other 
members of Prime Minister 
Menahem Begins government. 

The foreign minister said be 
would spend two or three days 
tn Israel but would then re- 
turn to Washington to conti- 
nue the talks with the Egyp- 
tians. 

On Thursday, informed 
sources said the Egyptian ne- 
gotiators here have received 
orders to pack their bags and 
return borne if Israel refuses 
to agree to link the West 
Bank question with the peace 
treaty. 

The Egyptian delegation to 
the peace talks is insisting on 
progress on “the two fronts" 
Egypt’s treaty with Israel and 


the Palestinian problem— in 

the context of the Camp David 
accords, the sources said. 

The American delegation ag- 
rees with this position, and 
is continuing to support it vi- 
gorously in the negotiating ses- 
sions, they said. 

If Israel refuses to give in 
on the linkage question, the 
Egyptian delegates will walk 
out of the conference. >he 
sources said. 

The Egyptians will continue 
to insist on linkage of the 
treaty to progress on the Pa- 
lestinian question even if Egypt 
and Israel reach full agree- 
ment on the Sinai, they added. 

The new American docu- 
ment was presented to the Eg- 
yptian and Israeli delegations 
meeting here after President 
Carter personally intervened 
Thursday in an attempt lo re- 
solve problems in the week- 
long negotiations, the spokes- 
man said. 

Sherman said in a statement: 

“As a result of negotiations 
over the past few days and 
following the working lunch- 
eon yesterday the president 
had with the leaders of the 
delegations, the United States 
has now put forward a revis- 
ed negotiating draft of the 
main articles of a treaty for 
the consideration of the par- 
ries." 

There were no formal mee- 
tings Friday between the Eg- 
yptians, headed by Defense 
Minister Hassan Kama! Ali. 
and the Israelis, under Dayan. 

The spokesman said the de- 
legations were expected to con- 
tinue consultations among 
themselves and there might 
also be bilateral meetings later 
in the day. 

He added: “I imagine the 
parties will also be consulting

College dean 
murdered 
in Turkey 

ISTANBUL, Oct. 20 (Agen- 
cies) — Gunmen killed a col- 
lege dean here Friday in a 
shooting linked, to Turkey’s 
bloody political feuding. 

Police said Bedri Karafa- 
fcjoglu, 63, dean' of. the Elec- 
trical Engineering School of 
Istanbul Technical University, 
was ambushed when he 'eft 
his home on the way to work. 
Three gunmen, firing from a 
car, riddled the professor’s 
body with bullets, police re- 
ported. 

The assailants got away 
after the shooting but an ex- 
tensive manhunt was started in 
the area. Political ' terrorirts 
were suspected. 

Karafakiogfu was the third 
academic victim of such at- 
tacks this year. An associate 
professor was shot dead in his 
car. in. Ankara in July and an- 
other professor was seriously 
wounded in a similar attack 
outside his home in Istanbul in 
April. 

In Ankara, Premier Bulent 
Ecevit expressed “deep sor- 
row” for the slaying of Kara- 
fakioghi. He said the terro- 
rists had stepped up their acti- 
vities in desperation in recent 
months because security for- 
ces and the courts had started 
dealing with them much more 
effectively. 

More than 700 persons have 
been killed so far this year in 
Turkey's political war between 
leftist and rightists terrorists.

Bhutto protests to U.N. 
over ‘inhuman’ treatment 


RAWALPINDI. Oct. 20 
(JR) — Pakistan’s former Pre- 
mier V-nifikar Ali Bhutto, has 
sent a cable from his death 
cell to UN. Secretary Gene- 
ral Kurt Waldheim about 
conditions of his detention, 
saying that the military regime 
intended him to -“wither 
away," sources in his Pakistan 
People's Party have said. 

But the sources said Bhut- 
to, 50, believed his jailers had 
held up the letter to Kurt 
Waldheim, which he sent one 
month ago. 

There was no immediate 
comment from Rawalpindi's 
central prison, where Bhutto 
is under sentence of death on 
charges of ordering a political 
assassination. 

Details of the telegram were 
giv e n In a letter written by 
Bhutto to the jail's superinten- 
dent and released by the party 
sources. 

Bhutto is appealing to the 
supreme court against tbe 
death sentence. In his cable he 
accused the authorities of dep- 
riving him of proper medical 


treatment 

“The aim is that I should 
wither away in this death 
cell.'' be said, adding: “1 might 
have to take a decisive action 
in the coming days.” 

The ex-premier, who was 
arrested last September, said 
be endured six months of soli- 
tary confinement and was kept 
awake at night by the sound 
of digging and by the rolling 
of stones down an iron roof. 

He claimed he was lodged 
next io a ward containing 
more than 50 screaming and 
shrieking lunatics and was at 
one time kq>t chained for 23 
hours out of 24.

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8 newspapers suspend publication 
to protest press curbs in Pakistan 


KARACHI, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
The editors and publishers of 
six dailies and two weekly 
newspapers have suspended 

publication of their journals 
for three days beginning 

Thursday, protesting the gov- 
ernment’s orders for imposing 
censorship effective Tuesday 
night. 

In a joint statement to the 
press, the editors of these af- 
fected newspapers have ap- 
pealed to the govern ement “to 


withdraw pre-censorship or- 
ders," or they might have to 
continue suspension of their 
respective publications indefi- 
nitely. 

The eight papers are gene- 
rally described as supporting 
former Prime Minister Zuifi- 
kar Ali Bhutto. 

The editors have asked the 
Pakistani Editors' Council and 
other journalistic organization 
of the country to force the go- 
vernment to rescind their or- 
ders immedia tely.

‘Telegraph’ back 
after $3-miIlion 
‘nightmare’ strike 


LONDON, Oct 20 (AP) — 
The “Daily Telegraph” was 
on sale again Friday for the 
first time in two weeks. 

In a message “to the readers 
of the “Daily Telegraph” who 
are still with us,” Lord Hart- 
well, chairman and editor-in- 
chief. referred to “this night- 
mare fortnight.” 

He said: “It has been the 
longest stoppage ever of any 
national newspaper, except the 
closing of the whole London 
press for four weeks in 1955. 
That stoppage cost the “Daily 
Telegraph” 100,000 pounds 
(about $200,000) whereas this 
time we have lost 1.5 million 
pounds (about $3 million) and 
13,650,000 copies.” 

Publication resumed after 
eight hours of talks that settled 
the dispute, which originated 
with a claim — rejected by 
management — by 24- members 
of the National Graphical As- 
sociation for more money to 


Murdoch sakL But the ex a c t 
date remained undecided pend- 
ing completion of talks with 
labor unions and distributors. 

The news of Murdoch’s plan 
jolted the publishers of the 

“New York Times” and the 

“Daily News,” both of which 
remained closed by a strike of 
printers, which is now in its 
Hth week. Murdoch reached 
agreement on a tentative basis 
with his pressmen and reopened 
his afternoon “New York Post” 
two weeks ago. 

The "Post" basically signed 
a “me too” agreement In ef- 
fect, ■ it agreed to abide by 
whatever terns the unions 
reach with the “Times" and 
"News". 

^ “We will be launching the 
“Daily Sun” as a new news- 
paper within the next few 
days.” Murdoch said. He said 
the paper's editor would be 
Neal Travis, who has worked 
for the publisher .in Austria, 
Britain and the United States. 
Ttavis is currently a contribut- 
ing editor of “New York Ma- 
gazine,” a Murdoch property. 

Negotiators for the two 
papers and the pressmen plan- 
ned to observe operations 
Thursday night at two suburban 
competitors. 

The committee hoped to eli- 
minate questions persisting over 
pressroom manning despite ex- 
tensive investigation into the 
differences in operational staff- 
ing of pressrooms at various 
pews papers.

questioning after Trotsky’s 
murder Lbat his motives for 
killing the former Soviet lea- 
der were only personal. 


Bui most writers on the as- 
sassination outside the Soviet 
Union expressed the conviction 
that he acted on behalf of 
Josef Stalin, Trotsky's arch- 
enemy, after being recruited 
into Soviet intelligence during 
the Spanish Civil War. 


Trotsky, one of the main 
leaders of tbe October, 1917, 
Bolshevik Revolution in Rus- 
sia and subsequently Soviet fo- 
reign minister and Red Army 
chief, was murdered in his 
house in Coyoacan, a southern 
suburb of Mexico City.

The peaceful Axis 




The tide of African history

SALISBURY — 

Several years ago, when mili- 
tary and political pressures were 
less intense, white Rhodesians 
bad an opportunity to create 
a multiracial society. 

They held the power then 
and, had they been wilting to 
m ?kp concessions from a posi- 
tion of power, the deal that 
they could have negotiated 
with the guerrilla leaders would 
have been a better one than 
anything they can hope for to- 
day. 

But that opportunity passed 
them by. Today they are fight- 
ing the tide of African history, 
cling in g to a national fantasy 
that they can maintain their 
privileged status while sharing 
.power with foe blacks. 

That has never happened in 
' sub-Sahara Africa, and there 
4C no reason to believe that it 
'will happen here. The best that 
i white Rhodesians con probably 
ihope for now is that Zimbab- 
we — as the blacks call Rho- 
desia — can become a sort of 
Kenya, where 75,000 whites 
live in harmony wifo 13 million 
blacks. 

For the whites in Kenya, life 
is comfortable. About 5,000 
have taken Kenyan citizenship, 
about 120 are still farming in 
the highlands. Many businesses 
are in white hands. Several 
clubs and restaurants are fre- 
quented primarily by whites. 
Some* whites serve in govern- 
ment, below the permanent-sec- 
retary level, and at least one 
has stood for parliament (he 
was defeated). 

“We weren't any happier 
about giving over power than 
the Rhodesians are," a while 
Kenyan in Nairobi said not 
long ago. "But the handwriting 
was on the wall. We were out- 
numbered something like 400 


or 500 to 1 by the Africans. 
There’s no way we could have 
bung on." 

“If the odds had been less — 
say, 20 or 30 to I like they 
are in Rhodesia — we probably 
would have tried to make more 
of a fight of it. We wouldn’t 
have given up so easily, even 
though in the long run we 
couldn’t have avoided the 
inevitable." 

Rhodesians tike to point to 
Kenya as an example of what 
their society could become. 
They don’t seem to realize that 
they already may have missed 
that opportunity. 

In Kenya, the four-year Mau 
Mau rebellion was defeated by 
the British, and one man, 
Jomo Kenyatta, emerged as the 
leader of the independence 
movement. Too, there was a 
five-year hiatus between the 
war’s end and independence in 
1963, providing a breathing 
space for tempers to cool and 
hostilities to subside. 

In Rhodesia, the six-year 
guerrilla war continues, and the 
military balance of power ap- 
pears to be shifting against the 
whites. No single leader has 
emerged to unite the tribes or 
speak for the reconciliation "of 
blacks and whites. Joshua 
Nkomo and Robert Mugabe 
are tenuous guerrilla allies. No 
breathing space between war 
and independence is likely. And 
Zimbabwe stands a good chan- 
ce of being born in civil war. 

If civil war or political in- 
stability follows independence, 
the future of white Rhodesians 
> will become irrelevant. Rho- 
desia may need them to keep 
its economy running, but their 
presence or departure simply 
will not rate a high priority 
among Africans struggling for 
power. 

The more optimistic white 


Rhn dgsiam like to befteve ■ that 
not much will change when a 
black government assumes 
power, ’iney are wrong. A 
great deal will change. And, 
it Kenya is a yardstick, thou- 
sands of the most conservative 
whites will leave Knooesia. 

Unemployment among blacks 
will force many whites out of 
many jobs, thus depriving 
whites of a second wage-earner 
in the taxnuy. JNeiguuornoods 
will become integrated- Gov- 
ernment services and adminis- 1 
tratkm will pass into the hands 
of Africans, and because the 
Africans are not as well train- 
ed as the whites, efficiency will 
suffer. 

Black voices will be heard 
in the daily newspaper, and 
Mack faces will break the color 
; barrier at hospitals. White far- 
Inters will gradually be forced to 
sell or surrender their land to 
blacks, as happened in Kenya, 
mid whites will try to get Bri- 
tish passports on the assump- 
tion that a Zim babwe passport 
would, limit their options. 

, A Western diplomat who 
visited Kenya a few years be- 
fore independence recalled the 
other day that the whites there 
then, like those in Rhodesia, 
today, refused to believe that 
their white bastion was about 
to collapse around them. 

“You couldn’t find 'anyone 
who’d bet two cents against a 
thousand dollars that Kenya 
would be independent before 
the year 2000," the diplomat 
said. “They’d say ‘you’ll never 
see it here, Kenya’s different.’ ” 
It wasn’t, though- And nei- 
ther is Rhodesia. What is hap- 
pening here should surprise no 
one. African history is merely 
repeating itself, making it too 
late to talk about the multi-: 
racial society that could haw 
been. — (LAT)

WASHINGTON — Haviv 
Schieber, chairman of the 
USA. Holy Land State Com- 
mittee, dreams of the dismant- 
ling of Zionist Israel and the 
creation of a "fully demilitariz- 
ed Holy Land State" in Pales-, 
tine. 

The state would be neutral 
in its foreign policy. Muslims, 
Christians and Jews would live 
together in peace and harmony. 
Jerusalem would become an 
international city. Ail Palestin- 
ians in exile would be invited 
to return home, and receive full 
compensation for the losses 
they have suffered over the 
yeans. 

An impossible dream?. Schie- 
ber doesn’t think so. in 
after devoting more than 20 
years to the lonely pursuit of 
his goal, be is more convinced 
than ever that he is on the 
right track. The changes brou- 
ght about in the United States 
and Israel as a result of the 
Camp David summit give him 
hope that the “Holy Land 
State" concept may eventually 
by realized.

“Ttys prevented the Egyp- 
tians from landing in Jaffa on 
iMay 15, 1948,” he said in an 
interview. “Had they landed in 
Jaffa, we would have- lost." 

To- 
day Schieber lives in.' the Uni- 
ted States, and is considered 
persona non grata in Israel. He 
refuses to return to' the state 
he helped to create. 

“My brother is - there, my 
sister is there, my two grand- 
children are there,” he said. “I 
haven’t seen them in 21 years. 
Bat if you would give me a 
ticket now to go there to see 
than, 1 would refuse.” 1 
Schieber insists he will never 
return until “there is a united

JFor Schieber, the Zionist 
dream turned sour when he 
came to the realization that 
Israel was serving the purposes 
of the Soviet Union in the 
Middle EasL Admittedly not 
many people share his view on 
this, at least not in the United 
States, but Schieber has mar- 
shalled a great deal of persua- 
sive evidence to prove his case. - 

Schieber says he is. a life- 
long anti-Communist. His in- 
tense opposition to Marxism 
caused him many problems, in 
the early days of Israel’s exis- 
tence, when the Socialists of 
Ben Gnrion and Golda Meir 
waged a successful battle aga- 
inst the free-enterprise forces 
of Begin and others for the 
reins of leadership in the 
Jewish state. 

During this period three oc- 
currences — or “shocks" as 
he calls them — led Schieber 
to make an about-face and 
abandon Zionism in favor of 
the Holy Land State. 

The first shock came when 
the Israel army — formed of 
the units of the Haghanah, 
described by Schieber as the 
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“leiust terrorist underground"— 
blew up the Auaiena, a ship 
carrying men non ammuni tion 
tor Begin s irgun. Some jo men 
were killed ana hundreds 
wouaaea in the incident.

The second shock involved 
the Israelis’ treatment ot the 
Arabs. 

Auer the Irgun ’s capture of 
Jaffa, only about 8,000 Arabs 
remained in the city; some 90 
per cent of the city’s popula- 
tion had been forced to flee 
m the takeover. Those Arabs 
who stayed behind were “put 
in a ghetto, with barbed wire,” 
Schieber said. 

“When I was in the (army's) 
engineering corps," he said, 
“one day they gave me two 
truckloads of civilian Arabs, so- 

called prisoners of war poor 

guys, teUahin, who had noth- 
ing to do with politics.” 

The Arabs had been brought 
to him from concentration 
camps in Herzliya. Their job 

— under Schieber’s supervision 

— was to load the trucks with 
stones obtained by tearing 
down the courtyard walls or 
houses in downtown Jaffa. 

“We went to Jaffa, anrf the 
poor guys, many of them were 
from Jaffa," Schieber said. 
“Just yesterday they were in 
their own city. After we load- 
ed these stones in the trucks, 
they asked me. “Could we see 
our families?* 

“So 1, innocently, not think- 
ing much, understood that this

was a very normal, reasonable 
request-" 

Schieber told the driver of 
one of the trucks to take them 
to the “ghetto door in Jaba- 
liya." 

“He refused," Schieber said, 
“a very good devoted Ben 
Gurion charla tan. So 1 quar- 
reled with him and 1 forced 
him, and we went, and the poor 
guys immediately saw their fa- 
milies." 

Schieber said he “paid for 
this little humanitarian step. 
They sent me to Beersheba.” 

The third shock was the pro- 
clamation by Ben Gurion and 
Golda Meir of “fulfillment of 


Socialism next year in Jeru- 
salem." 

"1 am a born anti -Commu- 
nist,” Schieber said, “and. 1 
fought with them all the time, 
not like Mr. Begin, but I al- 
ways won. So *1 immediately 
organized the Anti -Communist 
League of Israel, and I orga- 
nized the Democratic Party.” 

Schieber set up his headquar- 
ters in Jaffa. 

“When we started to orga- 
nize ourselves there, 1 noticed 
that the Jews which we haH 
settled in Jaffa, after a few 
weeks they disappeared. They 
vanished from the bouses, from 


the city we had conquered from 
the Arabs. 

M So I began to do a little re- 
search into what had happened 
to them. And I discovered that 
they had returned to Germany! 
And then they started to send 
letters that said: “Come back! 
The Jewish slate is in Germany, 
not IQ J affa ! 1 

“This shocked me. We kick- 
ed out the poor Arabs, they are 
in refugee camps, and we pour- 
ed in Jews from the DP camps 
of Europe, and now they 
were running away back 
there! This started to change 
my whole orientation.” 

Peace plan 

As early as 1952, Schieber 
presented a peace plan to the 
leadership of Israel’s Labor 
Party calling for the return of 
all Palestinian refugees and 
the restoration of their lands, 
houses, money' and property. 

“Who took their land? Only 
the Communist Jews. The 
kibbutzim," he said. 

Needless to say, Schieber’s 
proposals fell on deaf ears. 

Despite the fact that during 
his political career in Israel 
he held such posts as general 
secretary of the National La- 
bor Organization in Haifa — 
“the most Red spot in Pales- 
tine” — and first Israeli ma- 
yor of the Negev's largest 
town, Beersheba, Schieber was 
never able to come to terms 
with the country’s Socialist 
orientation. He gave up on the 
Jewish state in the late 1950s 
and emigrated to the United 
States. 

Since then he has been try- 
ing to spread his message, first 
to his own people, the Jews, 
and now, in the wake of 
Camp David, to the Arabs. 

His central theme: “The 

tragedy is not the quarrel bet- 


ween the Arabs, Palestinians 
and Israel.

In this sense, Camp David, 
he said, was a triumph, be- 
cause it has pointed the way 
towards a -Middle East peace 
- that would neutralize Soviet 
influence in the area. 

Two peoples have the most 
to gain from a settlement bas- 
ed on the Camp David a©*' 
cords, he said — Ameri cans 
and Arabs. 

“it is up to the Jews to un- 
derstand their situation in the 
Middle East," Schieber said,

Jewish opinion in the Uni- 
ted States has changed drama- 
tically. he said. “Nobody 
came to see Begin when he 
arrived in New York. Only a 
few kids, waving their flags. 
No Javits. No member of 
Congress” 

Schieber, who once counted 
Begin as a friend and ally, 
said: 'The more Begin makes 
a fool of himself, showing 
himself to be a politician 
rather than a statesman, the 
more he is separating American 
Jews from Israel.'' 

Schieber said it is healthy 
that there Is a formal Arab 
opposition to the Camp David 
accords. 

“I’m in favor of a cultured, 
civilized opposition, as there 
was in the United States dur- 
ing the Panama Canal debate”, 
he said. “But it is important 
that this opposition should 
not bring any bloodshed or 
any physical violence between 
and among Arabs.” 

But in addition to the “of- 
ficial” opposition to Sadat, 
Schieber believes the PLO, 
Syria and other “Steadfast- 
ness Front” countries “should 


organize an opposition against 
the most important issue — 
stop Russian Jews from going 
to Israel." 

Soviet Jews 

This question is perhaps 
more troubling to Schieber 
than any other. He is convinc- 
ed the Soviet Union is allow- 
ing Jewish emigration to Is- 
rael for reasons of its own 
national interest, in an effort 
to gain a major foothold in 
the Eastern Mediterranean. 

"A friend of mine, a Soviet 
Jew, once asked a Russian 
commissar why the Kremlin 
was allowing Jews to emigrate to 
Israel.” he said. “The commis- 
sar told him: ‘Do you think 
we would do this if it were 
not in our own best interests?’ ” 

Schieber went on: “Why are 
the Arabs who are on good 
terms with Russia quiet on 
this issue? Without Russian 
Jews, there will not be settle- 
ments. Without Russian Jews, 
there will be more secured hu- 
man rights for all. especially 
for the Arabs. 

“But when Russia is pour- 
ing in every month 1,500 or 
2,000 so-called Jews, this is an 
occupation army, this is a pre- 
paration for a Russian take- 
over of all the Middle East.” 
While he stressed that he 


does not want - to intijfere 
“in inter-Arab matters; or the 
internal affairs of the PLO, 
this question, the emigration 
of Soviet Jews to Israel, 
should be the issue of the so- 
called Rejection Front," 
Schieber believes there is 
much more the Arabs could 
be doing to frustrate Israeli 
objectives in the Middle East. 

“As a matter of fact," he 
said, “the Arabs don't need a 
single rifle to overcome Is- 
raeL" 

How? 

“Simple. The Arabs in the 
West Bank and Gaza should 
go on strike, and stop all ma- 
nual work in Israel- Secondly, 
they should produce children 
day night, overwhelming Israel 
with their numbers. And third, 
the Palestinians in exile should 
stage a ' mar ch of the refugees' 
to the borders of Israel, from 
aJI over the world. 

“Let them march, and let 
them see, after what Garter 
and Sadat have prepared, whe- 
ther a single Israeli soldier will 
stick out the rifle to stop the 
women and children who 
would make up the first line 
of the refugees. This should 
be the project of the PLO.' 

On the question of a possi- 
ble separate peace between 


Egypt and Israel, Schieber 
was philosophical; “Anything 
regained without bloodshed is 
a blessing."

Bankrupt Zion 

“Sadat 'succeeded in demo- 
nstrating the bankruptcy of 
all Zionism." he said. “He suc- 
ceeded in making Begin a trai- 
tor to himself!" 

Begin’s dreams, which Schie- 
ber once shared, were not fo- 
cused on the West Bank alone, 
he said. 

“We wanted Jordan as 
well. Our (the Herut Party’s) 
most beloved song was Trans- 
jordan, Transjordan is ours* 
Now the NUe-to- 
th e-Euphrates concept has 
disappeared even from the 
map of Herut. which was my 
baby. Begin has now given in 
on the West Bank. Autonomy? 
This is like being a little preg- 
nant. Autonomy is the way to 
a Palestinian state.” 

Yes, Schieber is an optimist. 
But his enthusiasm is infec- 
tious. Listening to him speak, 
one can almo st visualize the 
day when, in the words of Ins 
“father” Jabotinski, “a Mus- 
lim. a Christian, and my son, 
a Jew. will live in prosperity 
and happiness.*

WASHINGTON, Oct 20 — 
OPEC’s surplus revenues, which 
reached a high of nearly S65 
billion in 1974, are expected to 
drop to $5 billion by 1980, even 
if oil prices are increased by 
five to 10 per cent. Citibank 
predicted Friday in its “Eco- 
nomic Week” newsletter. 

The current account surplus 
for the 13 oil-exporting coun- 
tries should total 59.5 billion 
both this year and in 1979, the 
bank said., but Japan by itself- 
is expected to chalk up ;a 
larger surplus this year than all 
the OPEC countries. 

The bank's economists do not 
expect their estimates to chan- 
ge even if OPEC increases oil 
prices by eight or JO per cent 
at its next meeting in Decem- 
ber. 


Citibank said the desire, of of rapidly increased imports of 


some OPEC members to raise 
prices faster “should be damp- 
ed by the coming recession in 
the United Stats. OPEC’s lar- 
gest customers by the availabi- 
lity of more non-OPEC oil; 
and by continuing conservation
